More Misrepresentation 

Anything in the nature of consis- 
tency is not to be expected at the 
hands of the country-seller's organ- 
grinder. Men do not gather figs of 
thistles; neither can a polluted foun- 
tain be expected to send forth pure 
water. It must not ho expected that 
we shall follow our contemporary 
through all its dark and tortuous ways 
of misrepresentation. To do so would 
be to till our columns to the exclusion 
of more useful matter. To do so 
would be a work of supererogation, 
for an intelligent public scarcely need 
to have pointed out what is self-evi- 
dent. And yet it seems at times al- 
most necessary that we should con- 
descond ( to animadvert upon its eccen- 
tricities. For instance, it devoted a 
leading article yesterday to the im- 
portance of creating avenues of com- 
munication between the seaboard mar- 
kets and the pasture-grounds of the 
interior, and between the latter and 
Cassiar in order that stock- raisers 
might bo able to dispose of their 
overgrown herds, and that the money 
now going out for foreign beef might 
be retained in the country. In this it 
acted wisely, following the well-beaten 
track of this journal, re-echoing the 
seutinents and arguments set forth 
in scores of our own articles. Nor 
would we be disposed to quarrel with 
it for claiming credit to its masters 
for having yielded to our long and 
persistent ad vocacy of such a policy. 
One can well afford to smile at its 
awkward and. strained efforts to ex- 
tract a little capital for those upon 
whom it relies for bread and butter. 
But when it goes boyoudall the bounds 
of truth and decency and represents 
its masters as having only secured this 
boon to the country after a desperate 
struggle with the Very party to whom 
the country will stand chielly indebted 
for it, we feel called upon to protest 
against the outrage. The leading 
public will not need to be told that 
the opposition was not directed against 
the opening up of cattle-ways, for that 
obji ut had its wannest advocates iu 
the ranks of the loyal Opposition, Out 
Bidely against the first proposed 
mode of raising the necessary money 
to carry it out; and in tins they were 
sustained by public opinion in every 
part of the country. Nor is it true 
that the Opposition failed. They weie 
eminently successful — as witness the 
saving clauses in the Bill to alter the 
Terms of Union, and tho introduction 
for another Bill providing for raising 
the money iu another way. Nothing 
could well be more inconsistent with 
truth than to represent the Preserva- 
tion of the Terms of Union Party as 
having opposed the cattle-trail policy 
or having failed in the object of their 
opposition to tiie suicidal financial 
scheme introduced by tho Govern- 
ment.

Court of Assize. 

[Buforo Chief Justice Double and .Justices Creasn and 
<ii»s/.l 

Thtjksdat, March 19th. 
Tho Court ant at 11 o'clock a. m. The 
prisoner looked dreadfully haggard and 
careworn; but exhibited no signs of ner- 
vousness. 

Judgo Gray proceeded at onoe to de- 
liver his Charge to the Jury, which for 
perspicuity (rising at times to forensio 
eloquence) and exhuustiveness has never 
been surpassed in this Province. The 
Charge was listened to with breathless at- 
tention by the largest number of 
people ever assembled in a court-room in 
this Province. 

His honor oommencsd by saying that 
it was his intention to charge the jury as 
to tho law and tho facts — the facts as they 
occurred; tho law as it oxists. The situ- 
ation of tho prisoner was a most unfor- 
tunate one. The position of tho jury was 
an onerous ami an honorable one. They 
stood between the prisoner and eternity, 
ns it wore. Tho learned Counsel for the 
defence had very properly urged tho 
jury to dismiss from their minds any 
prejudice which might exist from what 
tlioy had hoard outside against tho j>ri- 
aonor. The Court endorsed this appeal, 
and cautioned the jury that they wore to 
try the ease by tho evidence adduced. 
Sir. Robertson had also appealed to tha 
jury for sympathy for tho prisoner, his 
wife and child. But if there was to be 
sympathy, was not tho poor woman who 
had boon left homeless and houseloss by 
this act entitled to sympathy? If there 
was to be sympathy for olio «iila why not 
for the other V But the duty of the jury 
was to discharge their solemn trust fear- 
lessly and irrespective of sympathy or 
prejudice. Tho prisoner should have a 
-fair, English trial, and if Judge or Jury 
failed to do their duty, they mast forfeit 
the respect of their fellow men. He held 
that the jury would do tho duty which 
had been assigned them at the 
call of their country— impressed, as he 
felt sure they were, with tha importance 
of tho case and its bearing upon the safe- 
ty of life and property in this Province. 
Tho punishment of a criminal was not to 
Rjufor any bouelit on Iuli or on any of the 
survivors of 'this' fearful tragedy; it was 
wot for retributioujbut itwasfor the pro- 
tection of public life and order— as an 
example for every man who gives away 
to his passions, resulting from his mode 
of life. acting so as to place himself within 
the pale of the law; attd that every such 
man might feel if ho anted as the 
prisoner has done in the eyes of the law 
ho would forfeit his life. Judges shou-d 
have no fear; jurors should have none. 
Let tho outside public force out prejudi- 
ces. They were not on their oath. They 
had not been selected by the law of the 
land to stand between the prisoner at tho 
Bar and his God. Let the jury look at the 
facta of tho case and the Jaw of tho land, 
which tho wisdom of our forefathers for 
ages had handed down to ns. If we do 
our duty you and I may leave this Court 
without fearing to meet any human being 
that lives. Tho facts of this case are 
undisputed. The prisoner, his wife and 
child, lived iu the house with deceased 
and his wife; and without any heat or 
provocation tho prisoner slew the deceas- 
ed. The law said that if there was any 
doubt ns to fact that doubt the prison 
or must bo -givou the benefit of. But 
there was no doubt as to facts — nothing 
was despitcd. Tho learned Counsel for 
tho defence, with much ability,had plac- 
ed the case before tho jury in the only 
tangible light that ho could. He had bad 
to abandon the theory of homicidal 
mania, at first adopted, because, as the 
result of that mama it must he shown 
that the party affected was unable to dis- 
criminate between right mid wrong. Tho 
learned counsel had contended that while 
ho could not claim that tha prisoner 
v,wh insane, yet, he said, the 
state of witness's mind was such 
to reader him to a great extent irres- 
ponsible for his acts, and that therefore 
the verdict must be reduced to 
manslaughter. Tho Court had got to 
search the ovideuce for any exciting 
cause to disarrange the prisoner's mind 
between tho time oi rive and six o'clock on 
tho 22nd of January, so as to see if the 
charge could be reduced to manslaughter. 
Mr. Robertson had urged that there was 
no motive for tho crime, and therefore no 
malice, and without malice tho crime was 
not murder. Tho mind is a bidden book. 
Wo cannotjreadits pages when it is closed. 
Wo pass by a field; there is booJ in the 
grouudjwe can lot see it;but the summer's 
warmth and showers quicken that seed 
into life. So with crime. It may bo 
doeplv hidden in a man's mitid.und there 
it hos' until circumstances call it into ac- 
tive force. Similar positions taken by 
counsel in other eases had boon overrul- 
ed tho prisoners had been convicted and 
tho motive was not discovered until tho 
prisoner had made a confession and then 
it was as clear as day. The learned Judgo 
instanced the eases of the murderer of 
Lord William Russell.and of Francis for 
shooting at the Quaen, as in point, and 
said that he would now proceed to qtioto 
from authorities the law with respect to 
crimes committed while in a state of 
drunkonness. Ho wished the Attorney- 
General to hear him on this point. Ho 
(Judge Gray) did not think it right for 
the first oflieer of tho Crown to leave it to 
the Judgo to point out and combat tho 
positions of-tlio Counsel for the defence, 
>'o ono could have blamed tho Attorney- 
General if he had got up and pointed out 
the law* rib one would have had a right 
to attribute personal motives to him had 
ho done so. But ovory officer had a duty 
to perform. He (Judge Gray) did not 
care whetbor in tho discharge of his 
duty his remarks wore taken or not; if ho 
thought a man ought to bo hanged ho 
would say ho fearlessly; but the course of 
the Attorney-General made tho Judgo 
Htand in tho light of an advocate. .No 
doubt the- Attorney-General had dono 
this from the best of motives; but he hud 
put upon tho Judgo the duty ho should 
have porformod, which duty lio ( the 
J uilao) would not abriu It from t/erformin g. 



Judge Gray quoted Archibld'a "Crimi- 
nal Practice" to show that tho vice of 
drunknesa producing temporary insanity 
would not oxcuso < r.uio, but made a cri- 
minal responsible as if in tho full posses- 
sion of all his faculties. A man's facul- 
ties were put under a olovd; tho law said, 
"You did this by your own deed, and it 
is in tho eyo of tho law inexcusable." The 
drunkard has no privilege by beingvoluu- 
tarily drunk. Blaokstono says, those men 
who by drunkenness put themselves into 
temporary frenzy when committing mur- 
der do commit felony, and the prisoner 
having been drunk, it made no difference 
and ho must answer for the coiiBequenees 
of being voluntarily drunk or crime would 
go unpunished. Such was tho law of 
England—the same law hold in the Uriit- 
ed States and if juries found differently 
it was a terrible thing. It had boeu said 
by the learned counsel for tho defense 
the fact of tho prisoner being drunk at 
tho commission of the- crime entitled it 
to ho taken into consideration. With re- 
ference to that tho learned judge would 
ask, was there anything in the evidence 
to show the prisoner bad no control over 
his actions? As to tho valuo of any such 
view it must bo based on reason. Now, 
ho would examine whether there was any- 
thing to show lie did not know tho differ- 
ence between right and wrong. He would 
ask whether tlierj were any circumstances 
to warrant the belief that ho was seized 
by some sudden frenzy, compelling him 
to act in spite of it. If it could bo shown 
there was no such delusion, or any cir- 
cumstance to justify tho belief that ho 
acted in snito of himself, tho learned 
judge aske,d was there any circumstance 
to create a frenzy? A man when drunk 
and provoked would sometimes bo so 
exasperated as to have no control, but had 
the prisoner such provocation? Was the 
prisoner laboring under any delusion at 
the particular time of committing tho mur- 
der? Sumo men have had at tunes such 
delusions, driving theai to desperation. 
Wo had to ask as to tho nature of the 
delusion tho prisoner was laboring under 
As to the value of the evidence adduced, 
i that must depend on whether there was 
unanimity on the part of witnesses. As 
to the facts of the ease there was no dis- 
pute. They had then to look to what 
transpired immediately before tho mur- 
der to judgo of the state of mind of the 
prisoner. The most important matter 
was tho state of tho prisoner at the time 
of the homicide. All that took place nt 
that time had to bo considered. When the 
Police arrived all the doors wore found 
locked. Tlso prisoner was found armed 
and the answers of the prisoner given .and 
his tiring at the police, and- barricading 
tho door showod that he knew he was do- 
ing wrong, and was acting accordingly. 
Tho learned Judgo then proceeded to read 
Mrs. Porman's evidence, saying he would 
go so fully into the matter that no man 
, could say the prisoner had not had a fan- 
trial. When tho Judge arrived at that 
part of the evidence where Schooley is 
! described as using offensivfl language and 
I throwing filth into the room where deceas- 
ed and his family were about to sit down 
to supper, ho remarked that Forman's pu- 
j tienco under tho indignities that had been 
! heaped upon him was mostextraordinary. 
i Tlio ovideace at tho time of tho shooting 
i was hero road over, and mention made of 
| tho pistols and knife tho prisoner had in 
! his possession. Tho deceased had used 
; no hasty words. Allusion was here made 
to tho disparaging observations made by 
the prisoner in reference to his wife, and 
to tho altercation that followed; but al- 
though the counsel for tho defence said 
that this bud apparently boon foigotten, 
tho remembrance might have lingered in 
tho prisoner's mind. Alltisi on was then 
made to tho prisoner's threatening to 
horsewhip his wife, and of his drinking 
during tho day of tho murder, followed 
by the friendly remarks of Mrs. yorroan 
to pacify tho anger of tho prisoner. Tbe 
learned Judga Would ask, judging from 
tbe remarks the prisoner then made, was 
there anything to show he was not in the 
full possession of his faculties? Prisoner 
became apparently sober after being re- 
lieved by vomiting, and there was nothing 
to show that from that time until Forman 
came home anything took place calculat- 
ed to excite on tho part of the prisoner 
heat or frenzy. Tho Counsel for tho de- 
feueo was hero complimentedfor tho able 
and judicious course he had pursued. Part 
of tho evidence showed prisoner's 
conduct previously when he brought his 
boxes into tho street, and his ordering his 
wife to accompany him, and then threat- 
ening to shoot both his wife and Mrs. 
Forman. This was referred to to see 
whether it might have furnished any mo- 
tive for committing the crime. Drunken 
men should never carry firearms, in this 
country there was no excuse for men go- 
ing about armed. If prisoner had not had 
the weapons in the bed-room this crime 
might never have been committed, and 
men who went about armed put them- 
selves into a most dangerous position, 
which, while juries did their duty, was 
unnecessary. Tho dying deposition of 
Forman and Mrs. Forman's ovideuce 
showed that there were no angry words or 
provocation to excuse such animosity 
as should lead to the shooting of Forman. 
Tho prisoner's conduct and remarks when 
tlio Police first arrived was thou referred 
to with a view of showing that tho prison- 
er was conscious ho bad dono wrong. 
From this evidence and that of Mrs. For- 
man the jury would have to say if the 
prisoner was in such a state of frenzy as 
to have no control ov< r himself. The 
learned Judgo would hero read tho evi- 
dence of Constable Clark and W. H. Kay 
to see if there was in it any possible argu- 
ment to prove the prisoner's life should 
not be forfeited. The armed attitude of 
the prisoner, us sworn to by those wit- 
nesses, showod that ho know ho had been 
guilty of doing wrong. Speaking of the 
ovideuce of Mr. Kay tho learned Judge 
said that witness had exhibited great 
courage and judgment ami was evidently 
a plucky follow. After all, tho evidence 
would show thnt tho prisoner, arming 
himself as ho did with firearms, putting 
the same in a cowardly manner to wo- 
men's heads and chasing them about, was 
entitled to no favorablo consideration. 
But what the Jury really wanted to know 
was what was tho stato of mind of the 
prisoner when committing tho crime? 
and that they might, lie guided in arriv- 
ing at their verdict, and with tho view of 
giving the prisoner the full benefit of all 
the witnesses called on his behalf, the 
learned J udgn read over all that evidence, 
leaving it to the Jury to say what it was 
worth. If tho Jury thought thoro woro 
any doubts in this matter lot them take 
them into consideration, Let them de- 
cide by tho facts of tho caso and not by 
their imagination. Judge Grny conclud- 
ed by saying that ho had endeavored to 
do his duty. It would bo for the Jury to 
do thoirs, and ho hoped they would bo 
guirlarl bythoir oonsoionoo m well ft* 



their senso of duty. 

Tho Jury here retired, 

Tho Jury after an itbsenco of 20 min- 
utes reiuriu'd with n verdict of "wilful 
murder," which the prisoner received 
without a muscle of his idee being moved. 

Tho Chief Justice said tho learned 
Judge would pass the sentence on the 
prisoner on Saturday at 11 o'clock, 

After tho prisoner hud been removed 
Mr. Justice Gray said ho would lake op 
portunity of saying that in his remarks as 
to tho Attorney-General not replying in 
tho caso of tho prisoner Schooloy, he 
meant to imply no diraleotion of duty 
on tho part of tho Attorney-General. 
Tho caso for tho prosecution had been 
got up by him most carefully, nnd he 
could impute this omission on his part 
only to his humanity and from a disposi- 
tion to not unduly press on the unfortu- 
nate prisoner. 

rhe Chief Justice remarked that tho 
importance of the Attorney-General re- 
plying in such casos was that tho dis- 
agreeable onus, if any, rested with the 
Attorney-General and not on tho Bench. 

The Attorney-General, in reply, thank- 
ed the Bench for the courtesy they had 
shown him and said that unless Counsel 
for tho defence misrepresented tho evi- 
dence ho did not desire to avail himself 
of reply. Such was tho practice of the 
prosecuting attorney in Great Britain, 
although it appeared from the remarks 
of Mr. Justice Gray this was not tho 
practice in other provinces of tho Do- 
minion. 

rOROEltT. 

Mio Bow.a'Chinamnn, indicted forforg- 
ing a cheque for §60 and for uttering 
another cheque well knowing the same to 
bo forged, was then placed in the 
Dock. 

Tho Attorney-General said the facts 
were very simple. Unfortunately 
the criminals hero woro largely of tbe 
Chinese community. The forgod cheque 
was an imitation of Mr. Pooley's signa- 
ture in whose employ tho prisoner had 
been, and which cheque prisoner had pass- 
ed to Mr. David Green, outfitter, of this 
city. Tho imitation of Mr. Pooley's sig- 
nature by this "heathen Chinee" was 
good, but tho spelling of the name was 
incorrect. Mr. Green v as at first unwil- 
ling to cash tlio cheque; but ultimately 
sold prisoner goods to the amount of $2-1, 
giving him the change of $36, On pre- 
sentation at tho Bank thocheqno was dis- 
covered to be a forgery. The prisoner 
was subsequently arrested on Lonrd the 
steamer North Pacific. 

Charles E. Pooloy, sworn — Prisoner at 
tho Bar was witness' servant; left his em- 
ploy ou the 27tli of last December. The 
cheque on being handed to witness was 
declared to be a forgery j had given pris- 
oner a cheque for §10 to pay for somo 
stores, which cheque was duly cashed ; 
when writing tho cheque prisoner had 
seen him doing so; but witness afterwards 
finding tho cheque- hook rather bulky had 
placed it in the drawer; in tho forged 
cheque that had boon stolon there was no 
writing on the counterfoil in tho book. 
Witness also discovered that two 
other cheques from the book wore miss- 
ing with the same kind of omission. 

Prisoner declined to ask Mr. Pooley 
any questions. 

David Green, sworn— Know the prison- 
er; saw him on Christmas day for the first 
time, and reoollcoted toeing him on tho 
28th of January about 7 o'clock; ho bought 
goods of him to the amount of 82-1, and 
afterwards presented a cheque for SCO. 
The cheque was produced aud identified 
bv tho witness, which tho piisonor said 
ho received from Mr. Pooley for wages, 
taking it to bo Mr. Pooley's signature, 
witness took it and gave goods, and 
the change in cash of S'M>. Tho prisoner 
endorsed the cheque with tho name of Ah 
Sluing, and said lib had to go back to Mr. 
Pooley's that night. On presenting the 
choquo at the Bank, Mr. Powell said it 
was a forgery. In reply to a juryman 
Mr. Green said ho had no previous know- 
ledge of Mr. Pooley's signature. 

John Goodaore, « worn. —Was in Mr. 
Green's shop when the forged cheque 
was passed, and witnessed tboendorsmeut 
of the Chinaman; he told Mr. Green ho 
thought Mr. Pooley's signature to tho 
cheque was like that gentleman's writing, 
but it was incomplete; witness uskod the 
Chinaman why he had not presented tho 
cheque in day time, to which ho replied 
he was too busy then to eoino. 

Constable Win. Clark sworn. -Know the 
prisoner; arrested him on tho MUtli Jan. at 
4 o'clock on Brodrick's Wharf; on being 
searched he was found to have on two pair 
of socks, two pairs of drawers, two pairs of 
pants, livo shirts and two coats; took him 
to Mr. Green's for identification. Prison- 
er acknowledged bo got tho clothing 
from Mr. Green, and gambled away the 
rest of the money reeeirodjho at that time 
could speak hotter English than tho in- 
terpreter, 

The Attorney-General said tho ease -was 
so clear that live minutes consideration 
would bo enough for the Jury to return 
their verdict. 

After retiring some 10 minutes tho jury 
returned a verdict of guilty of uttering a 
forged cheque. 

The prisoner was remanded till Satur- 
day for sentence. 

This closed the cases for tho Term.

Matters at Kootenay — The 

I loft Hope on the 12th on January for 
Kooteuoy and the following day it com- 
menced to snow, arid continued for live 
days without cessation, the weather being 
very cold. Tlio snow csime down dry mid 
and loose, making it almost impossible to 
travel through it. For tho first live days 
from Hopo wo did not average six miles 
per day, pinking to our knees in the snow 
with snow-shoes on, aud traveling from 
daylight till dark. 

On the l'Jth we crossed over tho Cas- 
cades, that and tho two following days 
woro bitter cold. My two Indians had 
their feet frostbitten very bad, aud I was 
obliged to leave them at Princetown nnd 
seek help elsewhere. In traveling down 
tho Similkineeii llivor, tho depth of snow 
gradually decreased, aud at Keroiueos 
there was scarcely any. 

After being delayed 12 days on account 
of tho accident to my Indians. I took 
horses from Keremeos for Colvillo. On 
tho Lower Siinilkraean, Osooyos Lake, 
Rock Creek and Kettle River, there was 
very little snowjstock were doing remark- 
ably well. 

Arrived in Colvillo on tho 6th of Feb 
I engaged two Indians nnd started for 
Kootonay on tho (>th. Tho snow on tho 
Kootonay mountains was from 12 to 14 
foot deep, very loose, and hard work to 
travel over it. On Joseph Prairie snow 
lay from 10 to 18 inches deep. Arriving 
on Wild Horse Kith Feb., I was very 
much surprised to find scarcely any snow 
—a patch hore-and-thore. Tlio weather 
was exceedingly mild, and tlio winter, 
tlio mildest tho minors over witnessed in 
tho Kootonay district. 

There woro a fow companys working on 
Perry Creek, drifting. Also, a company 
or so, on Wild Horse; Hank Cams had 
been into tho old camp for some provi- 
sions. Ho reports having obtained good 
prospects of g«ld down the Oolumbiajbut 
at present nothing is known positively. 

The peoplo in Kootenay were very 
anxious for tho arrival of tho mail, and 
low murmurs of discontent were heard at 
being cut off for throe months, from any 
communication with the outside world. 

The political opinion in Kootonay is 
unanimous, tho Tonus of Union must bo 
carried out to the letter. 

I left Kootonay on tho 20th February 
and arrived at Colvillo at 2 p. m. on the 
27th, where I met Mr. Johnson carrying 
in the writs to Kootonay.

The able, clear and fearless 
Charge of Judgo Gray has spared us that 
painful duty; and we would not now ro- 
tor t > it if wo di I not feol|that we owed 
it to the Court, tho Jury and the country 
to say that in the verdict British law, so 
cruelly outraged by tho shootingdown of 
an unarmed man at his own fireside, with - 
outthe slightest pretext, cause or prov- 
cation, in tlio presence of his family, 
has been fully vindicated. This, -we be- 
lievo, to bo tho Bentinusntof tho entire 
community.

1 service nod been applied with duo regard to the 
objects the Society seeks to fulfil, 

Amongst the number of those relieved during the 
past year were 2 widows with children, 2 tradesmen 
ml 2 mechanics (with lamllies) whoso reduce; eir- 
umstances had arisen through ill health or other mis- 
fortune. Eleven Indigent persons were assisted to 
reach their homed and friends, and the Society has 
in this respect again to commend the owners of the 
mall steamer "Print* Alfred" for the readiness Invari- 
ably shown by them lo further the objects of tho So- 
ciety. 

The Ladies Committee (organlr.ed anil distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from time to time. 
Oi r two attempts at Imposition have lo he record- 
ed, which however were met and frustrated; but 1 1 Is 
gratifying to know that Die Society's help has been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known. 

The good objects of the Society lire so broad and 
comprehensive In their character that they should 
command the sympathy and support of tho well dis- 
posed throughout the Province, mid it Is therefore 
hoped that the receipts nf tho present year maybe 
augmented so that the nssfnlnees of the Society mnv 
not in any event be Jeopardized,
